Funk & Wagnall’s defines grace, in part, as “any 
kindness, service, or favor freely rendered.” With that 
in mind. Sierra Madre’s Grace Center, a comprehensive 
resource center for domestic violence and childhood 
sexual abuse, is aptly named, indeed. 

Grace Center has been in Sierra Madre since May, 
1997, when then-Police Chief Joe Surgent found a per¬ 
manent site at a house on Sierra Madre Blvd. For 2 1/2- 
3 years before that, monthy community meetings were 
held. Grace Center started as a multi-jurisdictional for¬ 
malized investigatory center for childhood sexual abuse. 
As an investigatory center, Grace Center’s trained in¬ 
terviewers can extract information more easily from 
children in an interview setting that is more comfortable 
and less threatening than a police station or courthouse 
would be. 

In addition to a more comfortable setting, as special¬ 
ists dealing with childhood sexual abuse, Grace Center’s 
interviewers are better able ask the types of questions 
to get frank responses. When investigating a crime for 
which so much of the evidence is testimonial, such in¬ 
terviews are crucial to the process of building a case. On 
the other hand, also because of the testimonial nature 
of the evidence, sometimes .suspects are wrongly ac¬ 
cused. Grace Center Director Connie McCleary says that 
through Grace Center’s interviews, they are usually able 
to discern the truth, whatever it is. “There’s a process 
we go through to establish the child’s truth of knowl¬ 
edge and lies. The interviews are very comprehensive,” 
McCleary says. 

Grace Center gets referrals from the Department of 
Children and Family Services (DCFS) and a large num¬ 
ber of law enforcement agencies, but in the early days, 
the only participating agencies were the Sierra Madre, 
Pasadena, South Pasadena, and San Marino Police De¬ 
partments, and the Los Angeles County Sheriffs. Pro¬ 
fessionals from law enforcement agencies participate in 
the multi-disciplinary interview team, as do specialists 
from the DCFS, cooperating hospitals, and the District 
Attorney’s office. Unseen by the interviewee, they ob¬ 
serve the 3-4 hour interviews on a monitor, and remain

The Spring of my life began in Sier¬ 
ra Madre in March of 1937. As you all 
know by now, my memory of those days 
is an asset to me because I am able to 
write little true stories about the “hap¬ 
penings” I recollect about our beautiful 
little city. I feel very fortunate that I am 
able to do so, it is important to me and I 
want to share these experiences with 
you. 

My very first recollection that I can 
remember is being kind of high on a hill, 
looking out down a long steep driveway 
through slats in a chair to the street far 
below, and feeling very warm and com¬ 
fortable. Later, I asked my Mom if that 
could have happened and Mom said, 
“Yes.” 

Mom told me that right after I was 
bom, the family rented a small over the 
garage apartment in the lower canyon of 
Sierra Madre and it did look down a 
long, steep driveway to the street below. 
The street was Sturtevant Drive and 
Mom used to rock me in an old, wood¬ 
en slatted rocking chair near a big glass 
door that looked down the driveway. I 
was about three months old. 

The next memory pops up when I was 
about three years old. Mom put me in the 
car and drove downtown to the Bank of 
Sierra Madre on Kersting Court, next to 
Langley’s Barbershop. Mom reached in 
her purse and handed me a “safe-t-pop” 
sucker to eat and told me to wait in the 
car for a few minutes while she did some 
bank business. Safe-t-pop for the young¬ 
er folks, were suckers on a cord handle 
that wouldn’t hurt you if you fell on it. 

Well, Mom opened the door and left 
me and went into the bank and I sat there 
on the car seat licking my sucker. It was 
grape. Well, I waited and waited and 
waited aad waited for Mom to come 
back and she was nowhere to be seen. I 
must have waited Tor at least fniii- 

utes, but to a little boy like me it seemed 
five hours. I didn’t like being alone. I 
decided to get out of the car and go and 
look for her, wherever or whatever the 
bank was. At that age, little guys like me 
wouldn’t know the difference between 
a bank and a flower shop. So I grabbed 
my sucker and opened the car door and 
got out I shouldn’t have done that. 

As soon as I got on the sidewalk from 
the car, I panicked. Everything was the 
same. I looked up and down Kersting 
Court and all I could see was a whole 
bunch of doors going into places. It was 
sure big and scary. 

I started to cry real hard and a nice 
man came up to me and took my hand 
and asked me where by mother was. I 
just pointed at all those doors and told 
him in one of those doors, I had forgot¬ 
ten the word “bank” just about then. 

Well, I guess the nice man caught my 
drift and he and I headed straight toward 
the bank door and he took me insideand 
yelled across the lobby, “I’ve got a lost 
child here!” Real fast my Mom came 
running from behind a partition and 
came right over to me and picked me up. 
Boy, that felt good! I was safe at last and 
it felt so good to be in my mother’s arms. 
I sure wasn’t ready to grow up just yet. 

A little later on but still in those ear¬ 
ly years I felt the need to grow up urgent¬ 
ly. As the years started passing and peo¬ 
ple would ask me my age I would always 
tell them I’m five years old, and as soon 
as my birthday came around, I would 
start telling anyone who wanted to 
know, that I was nearly five and a half, 
then six, and six and a half. 

Then it was school days, and playing 
and making friends and oh! yes, doing 
chores and having fun. I made good use 
of Sierra Madre in most all of my activ¬ 
ities. I was in the Cub Scouts, and the 
Boy Scouts and the Sea Scouts. I looked 
forward to our weekly meetings with the 
scouts at various places in town. 

When I was new in the Boy Scouts 
the troop decided to have a “Camporee” 
down where the new swimming pool is 
now. We would get to stay overnight on 
Saturday in a great big tent. That was 
the neatest thing ever. 

We all had to get there by noon on 


Saturday to help set our camp up. So I | 
got there real early, because I wanted to 
do a lot of helping. The Scoutmaster and 
some other adult people helped him set 
up the huge tent. Once that tent was up, 
it would sleep our whole troop in it. We 
spent most ofthe afternoon setting up 
that tent and building latrines and setting 
up our cook stoves and stuff like that. 

More Scout troops had shown up too. 
They were working on setting up their 
stuff, too. They only had little pup tents 
for themselves. Everybody was sure 
envious of our big tent. 

Around towards supper time I walked 
around to the other troops to see what 
they wee going to have for supper. Each 
troop had a little board set up showing 
their menus for the dinner and for break¬ 
fast the next morning. 

That night after all the campfire stuff 
and all the stories, I thought I would have 
a hard time going to sleep because I was 
still excited by all the neat stuff that had 
happened that day—and then there was 
tomorrow! I got all rolled up in my 
sleeping bag and it felt real good to lay 
down. It wasn’t long at all until I went 
to sleep and I didn’t wake up until the 
following morning. 

After a good breakfast of scrambled 
eggs, and flapjacks and sausage we met 
all the other troops there and the scout¬ 
masters gave some sort of speeches and 
stuff like thatand awards. After that we 
had to take the big tent down and clean 
up the area from the day before and that 
took a little time to do it. Everybody 
such had a good time at our “Campo- 
rees.” ' ^ 

I thought I could rush time and this 
went on right up until I hit the apex num¬ 
ber.

Department’s Annual Activity Report to the City Coun¬ 
cil for 1997. Detailed below are the significant highlights 
of the 1997 Annual Activity Report: 

* The Sierra Madre Fire Department responded to a 
total of 711 emergency responses during 1997 of which 
68% (486) related to emergency medical services calls. 

* The Department responded a total of 225 fire re¬ 
sponses (representing 32% of the total responses) of 
which 43 were actual fires and 182 related to arching 
wires, wires down, natural gas leaks, smoke/suspicious 
odor scares and investigations, flooded conditions, false 
alarms, natural disasters, hazardous material incidents, 
mutual aid to other cities and agencies, public assists, 
etc. 

* A total of429 responses (representing approximate¬ 
ly 60%) occurred during the daytime hours. The balance 
of the Department’s response (representing 282 calls, or 
40% of the activity) occurred during the evening/early 
morning hours. 

* The total fire loss for the year was $95,045. Based 
upon a total populations of 10,718, the per capita loss 
was $8.86 per person. 

* Six major fires occurred during the year, the most 
serious being in a garage directly attached to a single 
family dwelling in thee northeastern portion of the City. 
(A major fire is classified, by Department standards, as 
any incident exceeding a loss of $1,500.) 

* During the year there was one vehicle fire which 
was of an incendiary and suspicious nature and there 
were two confirmed arson fires during the year, the larg¬ 
est being a fire in the City Yards started by juveniles. 
This fire threatened homes in the City of Arcadia, cast 
of the City Yards. 

* During 1997, one Sierra Madre Firefighter was in¬ 
jured in the line-of-duty while operating at a Second 
Alarm Fire in the City of Arcadia. 

* The average response time from time of dispatch 
to the arrival of assigned units on scene throughout the 
City was approximately four(4) minutes for fire emer¬ 
gencies and three (3) minutes for emergency medical 
calls, which is exceptional for a volunteer fire depart¬ 
ment based upon national statistics. 

In issuing the report. Fire Chief Tracy stated that, 
“1997 was indeed a very busy year.” In addition the 
Chief stated that, “I extremely proud of the unselfish 
dedication of all the volunteer firefighters who protect 
this wonderful community 24 hours a day, 365 days a 
year.”

Steven Broiles agreed 
with Mayor Hester, say¬ 
ing, “1 share the concern of 
the Mayor. You are trying 
to solve a problem that you 
don’t acknowledge ex¬ 
ists.” Without the change 
in language, the ballot 
measure would seem to 
imply that the City is pro¬ 
posing to release the sub¬ 
ject properties from all 
taws and restrictions. 
Since that would not be 
legal, Broiles questioned 
whether the entire initia¬ 
tive would be imperiled. ‘‘I 
ttiink you have a real prob¬ 
lem, but 1 don’t think this 
is the solution to get you 
out." 

Councilmember Bart 
Doyle, however, said, 
“Saying that the ordinance 
will exempt property own¬ 
ers from all other 
ordinances...that’s simply 
not possible. Look at the 
context; there’s no way 
anyone could argue that 
with a straight face. 


Should the properties be 
off the list or not? We’re 
trying to make this as sim¬ 
ple as possible.” Doyle 
stated that the ordinance 
would be interpreted to be 
consistent with the law, 
which is to say that the de-’ 
listing would take place, 
but any apparent releasing 
from other applicable laws 
would be held in court to 
be invrild, and thus would 
not enforce them, a posi¬ 
tion which City Attorney 
Charles Martin concurred 
with. 

Martin stated, “Every 
initiative has a host of in¬ 
terpretations and misinter¬ 
pretations. To do what 
cmnot be done (releasing 
properties from all laws 
and regulations) is spe¬ 
cious. It simply could nev¬ 
er be interpreted in that 
way. In my opinion, these 
interpretations are politi¬ 
cally inspired, not legally

Arcadia Chamber Names Annual 


The Arcadia Police Department responded to 549 
calls for service, of which 153 required formal inves¬ 
tigations, from Wednesday, February 4 through 
Tuesday, February 10. The following is a summary 
report o the major incidents handled by the 
Deaprtment during that period. 

Thursday, February 5: 

1. At 10:36 a.m., officers responded to California 
State Bank, 444 East Huntington, regarding a robbery 
in {MTOgiess with shots fired. An armed suspect wear¬ 
ing a ski mask entered the bank, fired several shots 
into the ceiling, and ordered everyone to get down 
on the floor. The suspect jumped over the counter and 
took money from the cash drawers. During the rob¬ 
bery, the suspect continued to fire additioiuU rounds 
into the ceiling. 

The suspect fled the bank, and was seen drivhig 
near Duarte and Myrtle. A pursuit ensued with the 
chase ending in the 800 block of Meridian, when the 
suspect bailed out of the vehicle. At that time, he 
dropped some of the stolen nooney, a radio with an 
earpiece, body armor, and clothing. The area was 
contained, and SWAT team members found the 25 
year old male/African American suspect, and took 
him into custody. The suspect was then transported 
to Arcadia Methodist Hospital, where he was treated 
for cuts caused by razor wires when he climbed over 
a fence. 

It appeared that the suspect had done some re¬ 
search on the Department, because during a search 
of the suspect’s residents, ofticers located an article 
from The Star about Arcadia’s SWAT team. The 
article may have given the erroneous impression that 
Arcadia was unprepared for a tactical event The 
suspect apparently felt comfortable committing a 
robbery in Arcadia. Subsequent investigation re¬ 
vealed that a second male/African American suspect 
was involved as a lookout man during the robbery. 
This additional suspect was also arrested. 

2. Around 8:33 p.m., officers were sent to 1400 

Loganita to take an attempted robbery report The 
male juvenile informed that when he was walking 
home from Arcadia High School at 1:50 p.m., three 
male/Hispanic juveniles on bicycles approached him 
and demanded money. When the victim indicated 
that he did not have any money, the suspects made 
him empty his pockets and he con^lied. suspects 

then demanded to see his backpack, but the victim 
refused. Suspects finidly left, but warned the victim 
not to tell anyone. 

Friday, February 6: 

3. Officers responded to Save Most, 5630 Peck 
Road, a multi-unit personal storage rental center re¬ 
garding some found property at 10:02 a.m. Staff 
members were emptying a storage unit when they 
discovered boxes of fraudulent drivers’ licenses, 
alien registration cards, birth certiHcates, etc. All of 
the items were booked into evidence, and investiga¬ 
tion is continuing in the case. 

4. At 11:50 a.m., units were dispatched to Arca¬ 
dia High School regarding a student who was under 
the influence of a controlled substance. School ad¬ 
ministrator informed police that they received infor¬ 
mation from their “Hot Tip’’ line that the 17 year old 
male/Caucasian juvenile was selling drugs on cam¬ 
pus. A pager and small scale with white powdery 
residue were also found in his backpack. Upon fur¬ 
ther questioning, the juvenile admitted to using 
“coke” before school that morning. He was arrested 
and released to his parent. 

5. Around 1:44 p.m., Dana Jr. High School prin¬ 
cipal notified police that he had detained a student 
who had an active warrant for her arrest The 14 year 
old feroale/Hispanic juvenile was arrested for the 
warrant and methamphetamine was also found in her 
pocket. 

Satur^y, February 7: 

6. While patrolling the parking lot at the Elite 
Westerner at 3:30 a.m., ofTicers recognized a male/ 
Asian suspect from a prior drug-related incident. A 
consensual contact was made, and the suspect admit¬ 
ted to carrying about 5 grams of methamphetamine. 
The suspect was booked at City jail. 

7. About 11:20 a.m., a victim of a battery came to 
the station to report the iqpident. He advised that he 
parked his car at the high school blocking in another 
parked car for several minutes. When he returned to 
the car, an angry male/Caucasian suspect confronted 
him. The suspect grabbed the victim by the throat, 
throttling him, while the driver was trying to drive 
away. A witness observed the incident and gave as¬ 
sistance. The suspect finally fled the scene and the 
vehicle’s license plate number was obtained. 

Sunday, February 8: 

8. While an officer was working traffic control at 
Colorado Place and Colorado Street at 5:26 p.m., be 
observed a vehicle strike the wooden barricades and 
then drive over them. The male/Caucasian driver was 
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easy here. The residents 
and businesspeople of Ar¬ 
cadia couldn’t have been 
nicer.”

Cutting Edge /\rcadia 
Software Leads to 
Arrest of Rape Suspec

Arcadia’s Crime Analy¬ 
sis Unit is still in its in¬ 
fancy. “It’s Mike Daleo, 
me, and a computer. 
That’s our unit,” laughs 
Lieutenant Bob Sander- 
.son. But the analysis that 
Daleo is doing and the 
equipment he’s doing it 
with are no laughing mat¬ 
ter. Daleo used software 
unavailable to the Los An¬ 
geles County Sheriff’s 
Department which was in¬ 
strumental in a rape arrest 
last month. 

Daleo, further honing 
his skills in a California 
State University at 
Northridge crime analysis 
certification program, de¬ 
veloped a friendship with 
Lieutenant Mike Woods of 
the Los Angeles County 
Sheriffs Department in 
Lynwood, at the Century 
Station. When the conver¬ 
sation turned to software, 
Daleo told Woods of the 
LEADS (Law Enforce¬ 
ment Automated Data Sys¬ 
tem) software available at 
Arcadia. The LEADS pro¬ 
gram is a statewide data¬ 
base maintained by the 
California Department of 
Corrections, updated sev¬ 
eral times each week, at 
different parole offices. 
“This information is ex¬ 
tremely accurate,” says 
Sanderson. 

LEADS monitors the

nagerie are also a special treat when the shelter presents 
programs to groups of children. 

The audience found McNall a dynamic speaker, very 
informative and full of humor. He said a staff of 44 and 
almost 4(X) volunteers care with love for animals at the 
shelter, uniting many with suitable homes and families, 
and giving attention to abused animals both domestic and 
wild. Zero euthanasia is McNall’s goal. The four mil¬ 
lion dollar renovation of the shelter in 1994 is paying for 
itself very well. He pointed out such facts are our opos¬ 
sums are not native here, but were introduced many years 
ago from Arkansas. He commended Sierra Madre for 
being a wildlife sanctuary, voted by the City Council in 
1972, as we are on the migratory path for many birds. 

The shelter is 90 years old, and in the early days, 
would you believe they also took in needy children as 
well as animals? In those days, before autos took over 
completely, the well-being of city horses were a concern. 
They provided fountains for horses to drink from, and 
one, still standing, has a bowl with water spilling over, 
caught at a lower level for dogs and cats. An entry in the 
Rose Parade was the shelter’s horse drawn hospital 
wagon with their veterinarian as driver. 

McNall invites people to visit this state of the art 
shelter and take a tour. It was a wonderful evening, and 
we thank him for coming. Thanks to City Administra¬ 
tor Davidson for taking time from his busy schedule to 
attend, too! May our city government pressures be no 
greater than he felt from “Simone”.
